9* A number of people:in various Departments of the Govern¬ 
ment, as well as some private individuals, have either written 
or come to see me, urging that coverage ,of the foreign language 
press be resumed. ,The Coordinating Committee of the Department 
of. State has-.beeh studying the problem recently, from the angle 
of the Office 7 of International and Cultural Affairs, which 
conducts the short-wave broadcasting to foreign countries. The 
Army and Navy have an interest in this matter from the stand¬ 
point of domestic intelligence, and they and the State Depart¬ 
ment are interested in it as a. source of foreign Intelligence.
